The 


passing- away oi Dr. Trout was he- 
roic, a sacrificing, that had endeared 
him to a wide circle of mends and 
patrons- Several years ago he heard 
the announcement by experts that 
diabetes had developed to such an 
extent that his days were numbered. 
This knowledge simply stiffened his 
courage, working on, uncomplaining, 
doing all the good he could, attend: 
ine to patients over a wide circle ot 
territory, going through several epi: 
demies, including the recent one ot 
the influenza. His life as a physician 
had been an arduous one, going day 
and night, driving over all the moun- 
tain roads in the western part ot the 
county, driving his car to the rehet 
of the sick and suffering. His people 
were devoted to him appreciating the 
heroic tvpe of man serving them, 
and his work continued until within 
a week of the end.

Dr ^ C. Trout was born in Mc- 


Connellsburg and graduated 
from 


Jefferson Medical College, Philadel- 
phia and located in Fairheld twenty- 
five years ago. He took an interest 
in all civic betterment movements, 
being a member of Fairfield Town 
Town, Council: he was a member or 
the Board of Health of Fairfield, and 
very active in supporting

Miss Anna Seylar, twenty-three j 
ears old, daughte'r of Mr. and Mrs. 
-ewis Seylar, met with a shocking 
end on Thursday morning, when her 
ife was crushed out by a huge gov- 
ernment truck on the Lincoln High- 
way three miles east of town. The 
Seylar 
family were moving from 


near Gulden's Station to the farm of 
Chas. E. Stable on Mummasburg 
road. Miss Anna Seylar accompa- 
nied a four horse team with wagon 
oaded, driven by her father. As the 
wagon descended the grade east of 
the John Starner place, two huge 
trucks came up the pike from York 
and passed the wagon. 
The first 


truck passed successfully. When the 
second truck passed, both vehicles 
were nearer the culvert where road- 
way is narrower, and in .some un- 
known way Miss Anna Seylar was 
caught and the life crushed out of 
the bodv. The truck was driven by 
Alfred C. Caddick. 32 years old. of 
Washington. D. C. The two trucks 
after having been repaired at York 
were on the road for Washington. 
The driver c'ame to town and await- 
ed action of coroner's jury and was 
in a condition bordering on collapse. 
On account of his big truck and the 
loaded wagon he was unaware of the 
tragedy until it was over and Lewis 
Seylar did not know of it until he 
saw the body on the road. The 
young woman is supposed to have 
been drawing the brakes on the 
wagon and saw the first truck and 
was able to take care of herself but 
did not realize that the second truck 
was following.

However it seems clear 
that while all schools have medical 
inspection none have the follow up 
work by a nurse or social worker 
which makes the_ medical inspection 
effective. Statistics last year showe< 
that 90 per cent of the defects notec 
by the physicians in their inspection 
of the school children were not cor- 
rected. Adams county has only one 
nurse who works all over the county 
Miss Kersteter, the State Health 
nurse.

rather than be used only-by those 
people who find it necessary from 
time to time to call upon others to 
give them food, clothing, and shelter 
although these things are needed of- 
ten and will be given if there is no 
other organization better fitted to 
give this aid. There is no better way 
to undertake this kind of service fo 
others .than through the children 
This method of work will supple 
ment and carry further the work be 
ing done by the Home Demonstration 
Agent from State College who works 
in this district and helped last fall 
with a Child Welfare Clinic.
